Sh&rll* Tost has gives* us a quick sunraajry of the talk 
between Ambassador Stfcvensoa and U Thant this Bornlng. As 
will be fully reported by ©able, the discussion covered three 
topics. 

1. Ambassadorial Verification Group , V Thant told of his 

second proposal to Castro Tor a group ©^ ambassadors accredited 
to Havana (©opposed of 2 Latin Americans, 2 Europeans,* 2 Africans, 
tnd Z Asians) who would have the function not only of verifying 
the departure of ©ffensivo weapons and the dismantling of their 
bases, but also to serve as a liaison unit with the UN in the 
longer ter»t:. U Jnant does not expect Castro to accept the 
"verification function, but tetzi* to entertain soao hope tii&t 
he would a^ree to the long©** term, liaison function. {We had 
expressed oo.ce conocrn to U Thant about this ill-defined second 
function when it was first discussed, but he seen** to have gone 
ahead with it any way,) 

2* Possible ?e?ort to the Security Council , h Thant said 
he had so:-e concern about tne time tnat had elapsed since the 
Security Council had adjourned und wondered if he was under 
compulsion to make s report to the Council very soon o... the 
status of negotiations between the parties ©oncerned. Hot only 
Stevenson , but also V Thant' s own advisers present strongly dis- 
couraged this idea. Yost seems to think that the 3YG was talking 
out this one. 

3* C aribbean Security Commission . The SYG shared with 
Stevenson 'ais thoughts "as to" the "possibility of setting: up a 
UH Caribbean Security CoasJiission waich would have the function 
of reporting fe^th ©n the non-relatroduefcion of offensive weapons 
into Cuba, and on the non-invasion of Cuba. Stevsnson said this
